One truck is reported to have been loaded 
for the Inter-Cloverdale Company and the other for the Jersey 
Milk, Cream and Butler Company.

Harrison Robinson charged thai a "war chest" has been buill 


up by the East Bay Milk Producers' association by holding out 
from three to five cents of the money obtained from the dealers 
before paying the producers for their milk. 


"We always urged that this margin was. too great," Robinson 


laid, "but they insisted on building up a war chest fund. Then 
they broke contracts with the dealers. 
They now get 26 to 30 


, cents and they intend to keep this business going until they can 
force us to pay their demands." 


"No distributor made money in 1924," Robinson said. "Some 


•tores are now selling milk at cost for advertising purposes and 
the dealer has to combat this competition." 


Koford said: "The only thing we are concerned about is vio- 


lence. The farmers in general are willing to sell milk to us if 
we can go after it. We are going. We want special vigilance on 
the part of the police and county authorities to prevent violence.

'H. G. Wells declares: 'We are 


beginning to realize that the World 
War, terrible and enormous as it 
was, ended nothing, began nothing1, 
settled nothing.'

The fact re- 
mains that the peace of the world 
is still broken and the future is un- 
certain. The last war was 'a war to 
end war."

WATER 


I wish the folk who build schoolhouses would make sure that 


there was enough water in the building to keep the children comfort- 
able and clean and contented. 
A child cannot be content if he is 


thirsty, or dirty, and he cannot be comfortable. 
If he is not contented 


and comfortable he is wasting time in the classroom and he has none 
to \vaste. 
It costs too much in terms of his growth and in terms of 


people's money. 


There ought to be balhs in every school. 
Showers are fine and 


they are absolutely essential when you have exercises that put the 
children in a perspiration. 
It doesn't seem sound hygiene to make a 


squad of boys play until they are wet \yith sweat and then send them 
to a classroom to work at their desks. They cannot be comfortable. 


The little ones are started out with clean hands and faces but 


stair rails and floors and blackboards are none too clean, and they 
lovingly wipe them all as they pass. 
There is seldom a sink where 


they may wash their hands. 
Few schools in the country supply warm 


water ?jd soap, and fewer still ever think of putting in towels. 
Yet 


everybody takes for granted that the children are going to work hard 
and play hard for three hours. 
In that time they have need to wash 


their hands but the best they can do is to wipe them down their 


fronts. 


In some places there is not sufficient drinking water. 
One faucet 


must do duty for a hundred children. 
Drinking one by one and 


allowing each a minute, which is all too little, as those who have 
waited for a thirsty child to drink, well know, it would take one hour 
and forty minutes for the whole set to get a drink and by then the 
first <«'!d is thirsty again. 
A line of bubble fountains would not 


break the budget and it would help the teacher because the manage- 
ment of the school would be so much simpler. 


Each classroom needs running water. 
That would save running 


up and downstairs with the pitcher or pail^to get water for the flowers 
and the fish and the bird. 
Washing the blackboards would be done 


without the trail of dirty water leading down the stairs and up again 
to the room door. 
The small boy, red in the face and wet in the 


blouse would not be striggling past the lines of marching children 
just at dismissal time. 


Pjiwiding sufficient water for the school is not such an extrava- 


gant idea as it might look. 
It is a matter of a plumber's bill and the 


upkeep which is not j?reat. thereafter. 
But the lift a generous water 


supply and equipment gives the school is tremendous. 
It will repay 


the time and money and trouble in a saving of health and time and 
irritation. 


Ask the principal and the teachers if there is water enough in 


your chool and if there are towels in the yards. 
Could one of your 


children keep clean and comfortable and content without a good sup- 
ply of water for three hours? 
How about a schoolful?
